Telegraph and telephone service in New 
York experienced little interruption, for, 
while the snow was heavy, there was no 
sleet to break the wires. 

The fleet of warships lying off quarantine 
to await the arrival of Prince Henry was for 
hours cut off by floating ice from communi- 
cation with the shore. Forty marines, who 
put off to the ships in boats from Staten Is- 
land, were compelled to return to the navy 
yard. 

Many Unable to Reach Home. 

Long Island from Montauk Point to Long 
Island is now snow-bound. The storm kept 
children from school and the gc were 

oon. All lines of trolley cars 
by drifts and efforts to open 
them were of no avail. Many thousands of 
people employed in New York and Brook- 
lyn had to turn back, unable to breast the 
blinding snow squalls. 

The Long Island railroad company and 
the New York and Queens County railway 
company employed small armies of men 
with shovels all day long fighting the snow. 
They sent out every available snow-plow. 
Trains on the North Shore division of the 
road were all delayed. Mails were more 
than two hours late. In parts of the island 
hail and rain preceded the snow, and the 
wind blew at a velocity of more than sixty 


miles an hour. 


Serious Deleys in Mails. W 

ere was considerable delay in the arriva 

ot ibe malls in this city. The Chicago mail, 
due at 4:45, did not get in until 7:35 a. m., and 
the Washington mail was an hour and a 
quarter late. The jocal deliveries of mall 
were hampered by the difficulty of driving 
the wagons through the show-incumbered 
streets, All outgoing mails were closed from 


thirty minutes to an hour before the usual }

Outline plans for the deéoration of the Auditorium for the ball to be given for Prince 
Henry were completed yesterday. The drawings when finished were submitted to the 
German Consul, and, after a few slight alterations, received his approval. They were the 
adopted by the committee in charge. The work of decoration will consume several days. 
The general idea to be followed in the decorations will be similar to that which prevailed 


The color scheme will, of course, be different, and in place of the 
American eagle will be the black eagle of Prussia. 
As arranged several days ago, the Prince will occupy a canopied box located at the 

opposite end of the grand hall from the stage. It will be twenty-two feet high and will 
be elaborately decorated with flags of the German principalities, German naval flags, and 
Prince Henry’s yachting pennant, while across the back will be hung a flag emblematic 
of the Admiralty The canopy of the box will be white without and yellow on the inner 
side. The border will be of yellow edged above with black and red, and below with white. 
The Prince’s chair will stand under the canopy and six steps will lead to the plane upon 
which it rests. On a panel of drapery on either side of the chair will appear a Prussian 
eagle. The Prince's flag will be hung above the chair.

FASHION CHEATED DY DYE 


TABOOED TAN SHOES ARE RUN- 
NING AT LARGE INCOG. 


Dealers Face Edict of “Good Form 
with Large Stocks of Diseredited 
Footwear and “Some Resort to 
Changing Color to Save Loss—Two 
Young Men See Their Patent Leath- 
er Gloss Converted Into Clay Tint 
by Contact with, Snow. 


— 


Deception, cunningly planned and unsus- 
pected, is tramping the streets of Chicago, 
and the number of its victims is legion. It 
is low-down deception—tan shoes dyed black 
—and is uncovered in its hideous unfashion- 


ableness only when brushed continuously 
against snow and slush. 


Probably many have wondered at the mys- 
terious disappearance of the tan shoe. Well, 
it hasn’t disappeared. It simply has lost its 
individuality. Tans are in bad taste, so 
fashion rules. They followed their pointed- 
toe predecessor. Points couldn't be con- 
verted into bulldogs or extension 
soles,“ but tans were susceptible to dye, and 
that, in a measure has saved them, though 
they travel incog. 


Two Young Men Astonished. 


Two young men came down-town yester- 
day. They were proud of themselves, and 
particularly of their shoes. The gloss was of 
the finest. As they moved through the 
streets the shine became clouded. Later it 
took on a murkiness. Then there appeared 
what seemed to be spots of mud. These en- 
larged rapidly. The young men stepped into 
a hallway to investigate.. The deception be- 
came clear. The shoes were tan and the 
wearers had been victimized. Doubtless 
many others had similar experiences. 

Proprietors of shoe stores and manufac- 
turers faced the edict of fashion with large 
stocks of the tabooed tan. Many local 
stores had 6,000 pairs on hand. How to dis- 
pose of these was a commercial problem. 
Some firms sent their stock to the dyer, pay- 
ing 25 and 35 cents a pair to have the color 
changed. One firm had 5,000 pairs dyed ona 
single order. Other firms disposed of their 
stock, practically giving it away. 


Two Safe Color Tests. 


Two houses which make a specialty of 
dyeing and repairing shoes estimated that 
they had changed the color of 18,000 pairs 
since tan shoes went out.“ Many of these 
were dyed on individual orders, having been 
purchased at a bargain.

DRILL FOR INSANE MEN 


MILITARY COMPANY TO BE FORM- 
ED AT KANKANKEE ASYLUM. 


Patients to the Number of One Hun- 
dred to Be Enrolled, and if the Ex- 
periment Is a Success a Battalion 
May Be Formed—Idea Is to Arouse 
Dormant Interest and Stimulate 


Needed Exercise. 


Kankakee, III., Feb. 17.—[Special.]—A mil- 
itary company is to be organized among the 
male patients at the Kankakee Insane Hos- 
pital. It will start with a membership of 
100, and this is to be increased to a bat- 
talion if the project is successful. The first 
drill will take place within a few days. The 
company is to be formed to arouse dormant 
interest and ambition of the patients and to 
afford them needed exercise. 

For the present the men will receive noth- 
ing but the setting up exercise and foot 

movements, but later wooden muskets are 
to be issued. 

It is not known how many of the 1,200 
male patients are available for military 
service. There are about seventy-five vet- 
erans of the civil war, who are pleased over 
the idea of a military company, but who 
make some trouble because they want to 
be officers. 

The military company is the idea of Cap- 
tain James Burns of Company L, Third In- 
fantry, I. N. G. Mr. Burns in civil lifeisa 
special attendant at the hospital. He will 
command the company, assisted by several 
militiamen who are included among the at- 
tendants. 

Superintendent Corbus approves the mili- 
tary organization. Several attendants who 
have been asked for their opinion express 
the belief that the military company is not 
feasible, for the reason that even a well- 
behaved patient is likely to become violent’ 
at any time. Should the insane make-be- 
lieve soldiers become stamp@ed with wood- 
en guns in their hands serious trouble might 
result. 

So far as is known, a military organiza- 
tion has not been attempted before among 
insane people.

ARREST ENDS HONEY MOOK 


FUGITIVE PHYSICIAN CAUGHT 
LONG FLIGHT. 


Dr. Johnson Niles, Wanted in Con- 
neaut, O., for Causing a Girl's Death, 
Is Arrested in Kensington — Has 
Traveled All Over the Country with 
Bride He Married Two Days Before 
Accusation Was Made—Tells of Ro- 
mantic Escape. | | 


After being hunted in many cities during 
the last six months, Dr. Johnson Niles was 
arrested in’ Kensington yesterday. He is 
charged with causing the death of a young 
woman in Conneaut, O., and will be taken 
there as soon as the Sheriff comes for him. 
During his six months’ flight Dr. Niles has 
been accompanied by his wife, whom he 
married two days before he became a fugi- 
tive. He declares he is innocent of the crime, 
and his wife insisted yesterday in carrying 
all his meals to the police station for him. 

When arrested by Detective Richard Ho- 
gan of the Kensington Police Station, Dr. 
Niles was at his brother’s home in Pullman, 
where he and his wife have been visiting for 
a month. The prisoner readily admited his 
identity, and talked freely of the charge 
against him. i 


Thought Affair Would Blow Over. 


„ Since leaving home,” he said, My wife 
and I have been traveling about the country. 
It has been a sort of honeymoon, you know. 
We attended the Pan-American Exposition, 
went to New Orleans, St. Louis, and many 
other cities. I am convinced that I acted 
wrong in not facing the accusation. But I 
listened to the advice of a friend, and on the 
spur of the moment decided to get away 
until the matter could blow over. I thought 
it had until my arrest.“ . 
Dr. Niles is charged with being responsible 
for the death of Eva Usher, 19 years old, 
who was a daughter of a well-to-do farmer 
in the outskirts of Conneaut. 
The physician had been married only two 
days, when he learned through a friend 
that the Coroner had issued a warrant for 
his arrest. It was late at night, but his 
wife refused to let him go alone, and hur- 
fedly dressed for the trip. At that time of 
night no passenger trains passed through 
the town, so the couple drove nine miles 
to a belt line. There they found that the 
next train due was a, through freight, and 
would not stop.. Not to be daunted, Dr. 
Niles waved a red lantern at the approach- 
ing train and halted it. 
Pretend to Be Eloping Couple. 

They gained favor with the train crew by 
pretending to be an eloping couple, and were 
permitted to ride to Cleveland in the ca- 
boose, From there they went to Buffalo for 
the Pan-American Exposition. Then, after 
traveling about the country for some time, 
they came to Chicago a month ago. : 

Dr. Niles’ arrest was accomplished through 
his photograph, which has been widely dis- 
| tributed throughout the country, and a copy 
of which was sent to the Chicago police 
scme time ago. Detective Hogan had seen 
the photograph in the bureau of identifica- 
tion, and a few days ago he passed a man 
in Kensington whose face bore a strong re- 
semblance to it. The policeman took time 
to look up the identity of the suspect, and 
yesterday arrested him.

LEGISLATURE MAY YET con- 
CLUDE TO ADJOURN. 


Members of Assembly No Longer Make 
Light of the Proposal to Take a Re- 
cess Until Epidemic Has Run Its 
Course or Been Stamped Out—if Con- 
ditions Do Not Improve Within Few 
Daye Members Are likely to Go 

Home for Two Weeks. 


Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 17.—[Special.]—The 
Jenks resolution for an adjournment of the 
Legislature until June 1 on account of the 
smallpox epidemic was not taken up in the 
House today, the author being absent. How- 
ever, there was less disposition to treat the 
resolution ‘tightly, and it was the judgment 
of many members that unless the situation 
becomes more reassuring within the next 
few days a resolution providing for an ad- 
journment for two weeks will be passed with 
little opposition. 

So far has the feeling for adjournment 
grown that members put in much time in- 
vestigating the course that should be pur- 
sued in order to earn the least amount of 
public criticism. It was feared that if ad- 
journment should be followed by a rapid 
dying out of the epidemic the legislators 
would be charged with running away from 
danger which existed only in their imagina- 
tions and in utter disregard of the necessity 
for lawmaking or the costs which would fall 
upon the taxpayers. 


Question of Salaries Worries. 

The question also arises whether or not 
the officers and employés of the General As- 
sembly would not be able to draw per diem 
during adjournment, the preponderance of 


‘opinion being that they would. This ex- 


pense would approximate $400 a day.

ment at this date was the fact that most 
of the membership has been exposed and 
fear they might carry the disease to their 
homes.

AMERICANS TOO BUSY. 


British Do Not Fear Meddling 
in South Africa by United 
States. 


DOCTOR REPORTS ON CAMPS.

LONDON, Feb. 18, 3 a. m.—British rail 
manufacturers have been outclassed by 
their Belgian rivals in bids for the large 
contracts for material needed on the electric 
traction for suburban London highways. 
A committee of the Common Council will 
report today in favor of the acceptance of 


foreign bids, which are 18 per cent below 


the lowest English offers. This is fresh 
proof that the steel plants of the United 
Kingdom are behind the times and incapable 
of keeping abreast with foreign countries. 

The absence of German and American com- 
petition in these contracts is explained in 
the trade as a result of the usual conditions 
prevailing in the United States, where the 
supply of. iron and steel is inadequate for 
meeting the requirements of the home mar- 
ket, and considerable imports of steel have 
been ordered from Germany because the 
material cannot be supplied with sufficient 
rapidity for home consumption in the United 
States, and there has been serious delay in 
carrying out contracts of American firms 
for railway construction in Mexico and 
other foreign countries. 

American and German competition was 
shut off for this reason from the London 
County Council’s work, but even with this 
advantage the English and Scotch manu- 
facturers lost a good contract. | : 

Large contracts for the electric equipment 
of the Huddersfield tramways have been 
awarded to a Manchester firm, and an im- 
mense amount of municipal work’ of this 
nature will come into the market in the 
course of a few years. 


Boer Mission Not Alarming. 

The departure of the Boer delegates to 
America its not regarded by the English press 
as a serious incident. British officials are 
not convinced that Lord Cranborne has 
come out well in his explanations of the se- 
cret history of the diplomatic history of 
the Spanish-American war, since he has 
enabled the German Emperor to prove that 
the Berlin Foreign office disapproved all 
meddlesome intervention of the powers, but 
they comfort themselves with the reflection 
that an object lesson has been offered against 
the interference of the American govern- 
ment in affairs in south Africa. 


Rosebery’s Telling Point. 

The best point made against the govern 
ment is Rosebery’s contention that the Min- 
isters insist upon m peace with the 
Boer leaders fighting in the field, whom they 
have themselves by e proclamation of 
Sept. 15 condemned to ptrpetual banishment. 
This argument weakens the force of Lans- 
downe’s reply that the Dutch government 
may facilitate the final recognition of the 
Boer delegates as negotiators. The Brit- 
ish government, however, as did the Ameri- 
can government before and after the war 
with Spain, will not welcome the in- 
tervention of a foreign power,

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS 


EAST-BOUND GRAIN BUSINESS 
LIGHT; CARS PLENTIFUL. 


Exceptional Activity in Coal and Mer- 
chandise Is All That Keeps Receipts 
from Shrinking Badly — Figures 
Show’a Marked Decrease from Last 
Year — Freight Rates Better Main- 
tained than Heretofore Because of 
Aetivity by Commission, 


 East-bound grain and flour business con- 

tinues to be unusually light and there is 
no prospect for an improvement until next 
summer when the new crops begin to moye. 
If it were not for the excellent merchandise, 
iron, coal, and miscellaneous business, the 
roads would not be able to keep up their 
record. The car supply on all lines is now 
plentiful. 

Flour shipments from Chicago last week 
were the smallest in three weeks, showing 
a decrease of 91,118 barrels from the pre- 
vious week, 40,700 barrels from the same 
time last year, the total shipments for the 
last week being 153,888 barrels. Grain ship- 
ments were the smallest since the middie 
of October—1,327 bushels—a decrease 
for the week of 00 bushels and a loss 
of 702,000 bushel from last year. Ship- 
were 26,544 tons, a de- 
crease of 1,194 t from the previous week 
and an increase of 5,857 tons over last 
year. 

Freight Rates Maintained. 

Freight rates by both Eastern and West- 
ern roads are better maintained than for 
years.*Not that the traffie officials have 
become more virtuous and law-abiding than 
heretofore, but they are scared. by a belief 
that President Roosevelt is urging the Inter- 
state commission to enforce the law. 

As yet the railroads have failed to comply 
with the request of the commission to sub- 
mit statements and statistics of the cut 
rates made and rebates paid to shippers 
during the year 1901, and the commission 
threatens to take decisive measures if these 
statements are not produced. 

The railroads themselves do not fear 
prosecutions, but they have an idea the 
commission means to prosecute the shippers, 
and especially the big packers, who have 
solicited and received those cut rates and 
rebates, and few of the railroads can afford 
to antagonize those interests by furnishing 
the evidence for their conviction.

STEEL STOCKHOLDERS MEET. 


Formal Session Held at Offices in Ho- 
boken, N. J., and Acts of Direc- 
tors Approved. 


New York, Feb. 17.—[{Special.J—The first 
annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
United States Steel corporation was held 
today at the New Jersey office of the com- 
pany, 51 Newark street, Hoboken. Not 
more than thirty stockholders and directors 
of the corporation were present in person, 
but 76 per cent of the total stock was rep- 
resented by proxies and those present. The 
meeting was public, anybody who wanted to 
come in being admitted, and the business 
was routine. 

The syndicate managers of the United 
States Steel corporation today declared a 
dividend of 5 per cent, or $10,000,000, on the 
amount of $200,000,000, for which the under- 
writing syndicate made itself liable. Only 
12% per cent, or $25,000,000, was ever called. 
This $25,000,000 was paid back some time 
ago to the syndicate members. Today's dec- 
laration is the first dividend on account of 
the syndicate profits. It was stated tonight 
by a representative of the syndicate that it 
did not mean that the syndicate was dis.

Largest Office Block in World. 

The permit taken out by the National Safe 
Deposit company is the preliminary step in 
the construction of what will be the largest 
office building in the world. It will havea 
Yrontage of 191 feet on Dearborn street, a 
frontage of 231 feet on Monroe, and will, with 
its sixteen stories, reach a height of 257 feer. 
The fee for the permit was $1,075.70. 

An idea of the magnitude of the building 
may be had from the fact it will have a 
capacity for housing 9,000 people, thus 
affording one-third more room than the huge 
Monadnock Building. Every floor will con- 
tain 46,000 square feet, or more than an acre. | 
In the points of convenience, excellence of 
construction, and regard for every detail ot 
sanitary perfection, the bullding will repre- 
sent the most modern ideas. 

President Forgan stated yesterday that 
the preliminary work of construction wouid 
begin in a short time on the Bradner Smith 
property in the rear of the Montauk Build- 
ing. Pending leases in the Montauk Build- 
ing might possibly delay work there until

Jeetiles used for target practice in big guns 
do not contain sufficient explosive material to 
burst the shell on impact with the water 
or with the target: The result is that in long 
distance firing it is impossible to judge of 
‘the results, since the impaet must be visible. 

It has been found necessary therefore to 
adopt a new fuse invented at the Frankfort 
Arsenal, which has the effect of increasing 
the visibility on impact explosion. 

These one-pounder projectiles are im 
firing the large.caliber coast defense guns by 
means of the insertion of a sub¢aliber tube. 
This saves the expense of firing a large shell. 
The same results can be obtained and the 
men get the benefit of the practice in aiming 
and operating the gun. Under the ingenious 
device the same breech mechanism can be 
used in firing the one-pounder shells as in 
firing larger caliber projectiles.

The Rev. William H. Walker, pastor of the First Congregational Church of Wilmette, 
who startled his congregation on Sunday by referring to Board of Trade operators as 
“gamblers ” and robbers,“ may resign from the pulpit as a result of the adverse criti- 


cism that has followed. : 


Although he has been out of sympathy with many members of the congregation for 
some time the sermon on Sunday widened the breach. A special meeting of the members 
of the church will be held in March to vote on the retention of Dr. Walker. The pastor 
declares he will resign his pulpit if he does not receive an almost unanimous vindication. 

The Rev. Mr. Walker has been pastor of the Wilmette church for threé years. Pre- 
vious to that time he occupied a pulpit in Kansas. He is a graduate of the University of 
Michigan and of Andover Seminary. Later he took a degree at Strassburg. He thinks 
his Wilmette congregation is unprogressive and he says he is not much concerned over 


the possible loss of his pastorate.

SPEAKER 


Complains of Misrepresentation by the 
Newspapers—Declares in a Letter to 
an Iowa Friend That the Lobbyists 
Are Out in Force and Fears for the 
Result—Says He Is in Favor of As- 
sisting the Island, but Not at the Ex- 
pense of the States. A 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—[Special.J— 
Speaker Henderson has written a letter to 
J. H. Funk of Iowa Falls, Ia., defending the 
position taken by the Speaker in opposition 
to the relief of Cuba.. The Speaker says in 
his letter that those who contend for a re- 
duction of 50 per cent in the duties on Cuban 


products are: 

“‘ First—The American sugar trust, which 
is here in the persons of its ablest managers. 

*“*Second—The money-—the capital—that 
has been ‘put into the construction of rail- 
roads in Cuba, where a system of railroads 
extehding along what may be termed the 
bacKbone of the island, with arms extending 
from the backbone into each part of it, is in 
process of construction. All the money in 
this enterprise, of course, is anxious to build 
up the commerce of Cuba. : 

** Third—There are millions of dollars that 
have gone into Cuba buying up plantations, 
cheap lands, and with large syndicates 
formed, are seeking to make fortunes out of 
the sugar industry. Then again there are 
Americans over there with vast sums of 
money in various enterprises who are anxious 
fer this. Then again the Cubans themselves 
who have the capital are anxious to have 
free trade relations with the United States. 
These ali touch elbows and are working to- 
gether.” 

Continuing his letter, Speaker Henderson 
justifies his own personal position by saying: 

“You have accepted the lies sent out by 
the press, which is being manipulated in the 
interest of free trade with Cuba. I have 
never expressed an opinion against doing 
something— Whatever we possibly can—to. 
strengthen the hand of Cuba. I have stood 
side by side with the President and the Ways’ 
and Means committee trying to devise some 
plan to do this. without injuring the farmers 
of our own country and at the same time give 
encouragement to Cuba. 

The contention is brought to us from our 
own people that we have shed blood and 
money enough for Cuba now, an independent 
government, so to speak, without slaughter- 
ing the farming interests of our country, and 
the most intense feeling exists. I doubt if, 
with all the combined influence we have to 
bring to bear, we can dislodge or change 
the views of the States that I have named 
that are operating in the beet sugar indus- 
try, without sufficient force to carry the 
House. 

It may be that we can hit upon some other 
plan and harmonize matters, but I beg of a 
man of your intelligence and experience not 
to accept the flying reports and dispatches 
sent out and stimulated by the concrete 
organizations I have indicated, who, indif- 
ferent to our own farming interests in this 
country, want to break down all the bar- 
riers between us and Cuba.”

MOVE TO BETTER LOCAL SERVICE’

Postmaster Coyne Receives Authority 
from Washington to Employ Seven- 
ty New Clerks and to Make Separate 
Offices et Principal Substations, 
Which Is the First Result of Inves- 
_ tigation by Special Committee Now 

at Work—Promises More Reforms. 


Already the improvement in the Chicago 
postal service as a result of the investiga- 
tion of the commission sent here for that 
purpose is becoming apparent. Beginning 
Thursday, changes will go into effect which 
will remove all possibility of congestion of 
mail at the main office. 

On that day fifty additional clerks will be 
employed in the mailing division of the main 
postoffice; ten additional clerks at the station 
in the Union Depot; two additional clerks at 
the Monadnock station, and two additional 
clerks at the Board of Trade station. There 
will be a change in the hours of many clerks 
at the main,office. They will come on duty 
an hour or two later in the morning, and re- 
main that length of time later at night 
when the congestion usually occurs. 


Eight Have Service in Sight. 


These changes not only will facilitate the 
handling of the mails, but they will be bene- 
ficial to every employé, as it will be possible 
to put the eight-hour service into effect 
Postmaster Coyne was yesterday authorized 
by the department to employ the additional 
clerks. General Superintendent Beavers of 
the salary and allowance division and J. M. 
Masten, chief clerk to the First Assistant 
Postmaster General, two members of. the 
commission, returned to Washington yester- 
day and made a preliminary report to the 
Postmaster General. Their recommenda- 
tions, which were agreed upon by the com- 
mission while here, were immediately adopt- 
ed by the Postmaster General. 

Other changes to bring about a further im- 
provement will be made effective as soon as 
the remainder of the commission can make 
arrangements for those already agreed upon. 
These contemplate a new method of transact- 
ing business at the large or substations. Each 
of these will be put on.practically the same 
basis as an independent postoffice. That is, 
they will perform all the functions for which 
a postoffice is established. 


Substations to Be Independent. 

These substations will receive mail direct 
from the collectors and.will separate the 
outgoing letters and circulars from the city 
mail and make direct delivery of the local 
mail wherever it is possible. This will obvi- 
ate the necessity of sending all mail to the 
main Office and-thus avoid the serious con- 
gestion at the main office between the hours 
of 4:30 and 7:30 p. m. Whenever it becomes 
necessary to temporarily eliminate the cir- 
culars and packages from the first-class 
mail it can be done with ease under thissys- 
tem. 

The commission will remain here for at 
least six weeks and before its labors are 
completed the carrier force will be increased. 
There also may be more frequent deliveries.

SPOILS SYSTEM A DAMAGE. 


The trial of Dr. John M. Marshall of the 
Illinois State Reformatory at Pontiac be- 
fore the Board of Managers of the institution 
begins today. Dr. Marshall is in office at 
present by virtue of a writ of injunction se- 
cured last fall when he was summoned be- 
fore the board on charges similar to those 
in the present case. 

The charges are confined to the case of 
John Collins and specify that Dr. Marshall 
did wrongfully and wantonly beat Col- 
Iins; that he caused bltsters not in the 
proper administration of medical treat- 
ment to be administered to Collins; and 
that he withheld medical treatment when 
Collins was ill. Bishop Fallows, who has 
been chairman of the board since the found- 
ing of the reformatory, promises a thorough | 
investigation. 


Reformatory a Prison. 


Colonel B. F. Skeets, father of the law es- 

tablishing the school and during the first 
two years of its existence its superintendent, 
was in Chicago yesterday. 
The Illinois State Reformatory is not 
merely a reform school,“ said the Colonel. 
It is not a place where incorrigible boys are 
sent to be controlled and disciplined; it is 
not a school where merely bad boys are sent 
to prevent them from committing criminat 
acts. It is a prison. It has high walls and 
cells and all the appliances of a prison. 

It was established for young criminals. 
Its inmates are separated into two groups, 
those from 10 to 16 years of age, and those 
from 16 to 20, but they all have been indicted, 
tried, and convicted. Under the previous law 
they would have gone to county jails or to 
the State Penitentiary. 0 

„It ought to be distinctly understood tha 
the reformatory was established to save, if 
possible, by education and discipline, crim- 
inal first offenders. There are many des- 
perate characters there who ought to go to 
the penitentiaries. This happens through 
perjury on the part of the offenders or leni- 
ency or laxity on the part of the courts. 


Politics Blamed for. Failure. 


“That the reformatory has not fulfilled 
the expectations of its founders is largely 
due to politics. No institution of that sort 
can be successful to its fullest extent with 
constant changing of its management. It 
requires years of study and experience to 
secure proper results in a reformatory. Be- 


politician, it does not follow he is fit to man- 


men. In fact, it is pursuit of the methods of 
scheming politicians, ‘ getting all you can, 
and keeping all you can get,’ that has sent: 
most of the boys to Pontiac. . 

If men who make of politics a business 
can be kept out of it, more of the boys who 
go through Pontiac will come out decent 
citizens. If its Board of Managers, or its 
superintendent, or its employés are to change 
with every State administration then it will 

a miserable failure and the money spent 
on it will be wasted.

WOULD LIMIT FILIPINO VOTE. 


Governor Taft Suggests a Plan of Gov- 
ernment for Islands—Natives 
Must Be Educated. 


C., Feb. 17.—Governor Taft 

testimony before the Senate com- 
3 on the Philippines today, stated more 
succinctly than he has heretofore done his 
theory—which is, he said, also the theory 
of the Philippine commission—as to what 
Congress should do in the way of supplying 
the, Philippine people with a form of govern- 
ment. 

The plan is first to give the people a quali- 
fied suffrage with a gradual growth in popu- 
lar government, which should be enlarged 
through education in the English language 
and in American institutions. Second, to 
institute within a reasonably short time a a 
local Legislature to consist of two bodies, 
one to be chosen by vote and the other to be 
appointed. Third, to permit the islands to 
send two or three representatives to Wash- 


ington. 
Sees Danger in Independence. 


There are, he said, many men in the 
islands who conscientiously oppose the 
domination of the United States. To grant 
independence would, he thought, have the 
effect of consigning the 90 per cent of un- 
educated people in the islands to the same 
servile position they held under Spanish rule. 
He thought there should be a declaration 
on the part of the United States of its inten- 
tion to hold the islands indefinitely, with 
the understanding that when they are suit- 
able for such a condition they may be given 
a quasi-independence. 2 

Replying to Senator Rawlins, Governor 
Taft advanced the idea that on account of 
the fact that the Filipinos have for 300 years 
been under the influence of the Christian re- 
ligion, they would prove different from 
other Malay races, and that in time, under 
the influence of American education, the 
people might become capable of self-govern- 
ment. 

He anticipated some trouble on account of 
undue or illegal exploitation of the islands 
and corruption imcase of continued American 
occupation, but he Would not, on account of 
this danger, turn the islands back to the 


fate of an oligarchy. 1

CHARGE COMBINE IN BIDS 


DRAINAGE BOARD SAID TO BEAT 
‘MERCY OF CONTRACTORS. 


Trustee Carter Makes Statements Be- 
fore Engineering Committee—Rec- 
ommendation Is Made That Work of 
Dredging River Be Awarded to 
Lydon & Drews Company — Lowest 
Figures Are $434,925—Wenter and 

: Webb Say Price Is Too High. 


Trustee Carter brought the Drainage board 
members to quick attention yesterday when 
he’ charged that the board was the victim of 
a combination of contractors. 

Bids for dredging the river, involving near- 

ly $500,000, were before the Engineering com- 
mittee at the time. The lowest bidder was 
the Lydon & Drews company, the tabula- 
tions of whose bid reached a total of $484,925, 
leaving the disposition of the material to 
the contractor, and a total of $458,025, if the 
material removed is deposited on the lake 
front. 
_ Trustee Carter’s charges were followed by 
a negative vote from Trustee Wenter and a 
request by Trustee Webb that he be excused 
from voting. The motion to award the con- 
tract to the lowest bidder was adopted by a 
vote of 4 to 2. Those voting in the affirma- 
tive were Trustees Baker, Braden, Smyth, 
and Legner. Trustees Jones and Cloidt were 
absent. The matter will come up before the 
Drainage board tomorrow afternoon for 
final action. 


Says Bids Were 

“IT am convinéed that the bids were pre- 
arranged, said Trustee Carter after the 
meeting. Last year the Lydon & Drews 
company was awarded the contract at an 
excessive price compared to that paid by 
the government, and yet that bid was a cent 
lower per cubic yard than this year. 
fact that one of the present bidders was a 
subcontractor under the Lydon & Drews 
company last year proves to my mind that 
there was a thorough understanding be- 
tween the contractors.” — 


J voted against the letting of the con- 


tract because I believe the price asked is 
both high and unreasonable,“ said Trustee 
Wenter. 

The priee asked looks to me like an out- 
rage,“ said Trustee Webb. It looks to me 
like a holdup game. Government dredging 
in 1899 was done for 16 cents a cubic yard. 
Now they want 25% cents.”’ 

It does look as if there is a combina- 
tion between the contractors, because they 
are all Chicago firms,” said President 
Smyth, who voted in favor of awarding the 
contract. But what can we do? We've 
got to have this work done. It’s true labor 
and material cost more than they did, but 
on the face of it the bids look high.“

Chicagoans Sign Petition to Congress 
in Aiding League for Protection 


of the Family.

resented to the Senate today by Senator

The signers are Judge Peter S. Grosscup, 
Cyrus H. McCormick, Robert T. Lincoln, 
Marshall Field & Co., A. O. Sprague, H. A. 
Bartlett, and C. H. Buckingham. . 

In presenting the petition Senator Cullom 
called the attention of the Senate to the 
prominence of the signers of the petition, and 
urged that an appropriation be made. The 
petition was referred to a committee. It is 
believed an appropriation will be made for 
the purpose asked. 


The presence of the names of many promi- 
nent Chicago men on the petition to the Sen- 
ate presented by Senator Cullom and asking 
for the compilation of statistics relative to 

e and divorce is due to its having 
been circulated in Chic y A. O. Sprague, 
who sought the influence is friends, The 
petition originated with the National League 
for the Protection of the Family, which was 
organized in 1881. 

“The petition was sent to me by the Rev. 
Samuel W. Dike, LL. D., of Auburndale, a 
suburb of Boston, who is secretary of the 
league, said Mr. Sprague yesterday. Dr. 
Dike is an old friend of mine, and hé wished 
to get the indorsement of representative Chi- 
cagoans, so the request might have all the 
weight possible. 

“The idea is that no general statistics 
have been gathered by the United States 
government since 1887, and it is believed 
that if the facts and figures on divorces 
could be gathered and presented in the prop- 
er form the movement toward securing uni- 
form divorce laws in the various States 
would gain strength. With such general 
information the Legislatures of the differ- 
ent States could be approached and the 
members of the league would know just 
what to ask for in each case.“

FRANCHISE TAX. 


Federal Court Listens to Pleas 
For and Against Recent 
Assessments 


BIG ARRAY OF COUNSEL, 


Representatives of Six Compa- 
nies Using Chicago Streets 


Oppose the Levy. 


STATE AND COUNTY FOR IT. 


Six corporations using the streets of Chi- 


cago appeared in the United States Court 


yesterday to argue their suit for an injunc- 
tion against the assessments made by the 
State Board of Equalization. The array of 
legal talent in court was imposing. Judges 
Grosscup and Humphrey sat on the bench. 

The complainants represented were the 
Union Traction company, Consolidated Trac- 
tion company, South Chicago City railway 
company, People’s Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany, Chicago City railway company, and 
the Chicago Edison company. The Chicago 
ee company is also a party to the 
suit. 


Attorney Crawford Begins Battle. 


Attorney Henry Crawford opened the bat- 
tle for the complainants. He was assisted 
by Attorneys John S. Miller and John P. 
Wilson. Other attorneys present represent- 


ing the corporations were James F. Meagher, 


C. C. Gilbert, and W. W. Gurley. 
On the side of the defense were Attorney 
General H. J. Hamlin and his assistant, B. 


B. Smith, representing the State Board of 


Equalization, and County Attorney Edwin 
Sims and his agsistants, Frank L. Shepard 
and W. F. Struckman, representing the 
County Clerk and the County Treasurer. In 
the courtroom wete Miss Catherine Go 
and Miss Margaret Haley. , 


Assessments Declared Excessive. 


Attorney Crawford explained that the ob- 
ject’ of the proceedings was to protect the 


taxpayers from a threatened invasion of 


their constitutional rights. ; 

“The additional assessments made by the 
State board,“ he said, will amount to con- 
fiscation of property without the process of 
law, and is, therefore, in violation of the 
fourteenth amendment to the constitution 
of the United States. 

The assessment of Nov. 2, 1901,“ he said, 


“fs oppressive, disproportionate, and dis- 


criminating. The other property of the State 
is assessed at one-fifth of from 40 to 60 per 
cent of its actual value, while that of the 
complainants is assessed at one-fifth of more 
than ite full value, The assessment is vicious 
and should be set aside. . 

“These seven companies,“ he continued, 
„ were assessed on a valuation representing 
one-half of the capital stock assessment of 
the whole State. The four traction compa- 
nies were taxed more than all the merchan- 
dise in this city of 2,000,000 inhabitants. The 
Union and the Consolidated companies were 
assessed more than one-half as much as all 
the grain in the State.“ 


Replies for State and County. 


Attorney General Hamlin insisted that the 
assessments of last November were made on 
an equitable basis. 

County Attorney Sims said that the ante 
cedent companies of which the Union and 


the Consolidated Traction companies are 


composed had been assessed as to their capi- 
tal stock, and not on the tangible property. 
He defended this assessment on the ground

that the capital stock owned by the original 


companies gives the holders an income of 
$3,000,000 annually. 


Unable to Defend State Board. 


A question asked by Judge Grosscup 
brought out an answer from Attorney B. 
B. Smith which pleased the corporation law- 
yers. The inquiry was as to the reason of 


the State Board of Equalization in fixing.

NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—(Special.J—The 
trading in stocks today was undoubtedly re- 
stricted to a considerable extent by the 
storm. Tel phic communication was in- 
terfered with somewhat, and many persons 
were deterred from coming to business by 
fears that the experiences of the blizzard 
of 1888 might be repeated. 

Notwithstanding these deterrent influences 
about half a million shares changed hands 
and the tone of the speculation was firm 
throughout. Prominent among the circum- 
stances that were responsible for the course 
of prices was the decision of the Internal 
Revenue Commissioner not to enforce the 
tax on collateral pending further consider- 
ation of the subject by the Attorney Gener- 
al, and possibly by Congress, . 

Another factor was the unexpected action 
of the lower House of Congress in passing 
without debate the measure for repealing all 
of the internal revenue war taxes. This en- 
couraged the belief that similar action will 
be taken in the matter of fulfilling the ob- 
ligation of the United States to Cuba by re- 
ducing the duties on cane sugar and tobacco 
produced on that island. This last, together 
with an advance in the price of refined su- 
gars, caused by market conditions, stimulat- 
ed speculation in sugar refining to an extent 
that made it a leader of the market in re- 
spect to activity, and resulted in a net ad- 
vance of nearly 3 points. 3 

Other noteworthy dealings were in Amal- 
gamated Copper, which advanced fraction- 
ally on the recovery of more than $10 a ton 
in the price of the metal in the London mar- 
ket. 


All of the Reading issues were strong, with 
the second preferred first in respect to activ - 
ity, and enjoying the greatest net advance.

Any company which should 
attempt to create such a monopoly would 
be doomed to disastrous failure; its manag- 
ers would be absolutely unfit for their trust. 

Upon our standard goods we fix prices 
which will render us a fair and sufficient 
profit, and in fixing such prices we pay no 
attention to the prices which other persons 
may make for their goods. But no one at- 
tempts to get the same prices which we get 
for our standard goods, because no one else 
offers for sale goods of the same quality. We 
.do not pretend to sell our standard goods 
cheaper than other manufacturers of biscuit 
sell their goods. They always undersell us. 
Why do they not take away our business? 


First, because they cannot make goods 


equal in quality to ours. 
Second, because they cannot put them in 
the patent package. 
Third, because they cannot give the trade 
the efficient service we furnish. : 


Sale of Package Goods. 


„When the company started, our goods 
were sold almost entirely in bulk, and the 
package business was in its infancy. We 
determined that the true way to sell cer- 
tain of our goods was to sell them in small, 
air tight, moisture proof packages. The 
first result of this determination was a 
five-cent package of soda biscuit put up 
in a package protected by United States 
patent. The next point was to reach the 
consumer. 
that the consumer wanted, we had to ad- 
v the consumer of its existence. 
oy this by extensive advertising. 
The results have exceeded our expecta- 
tions. The consumers are hot obliged to 
buy many millions of our packages every 
month, but they have done so because they 
wantéd them and the consumer is the final 
arbiter. So far as we have any monopoly 
in this business it is one that the people 
have voluntarily conferred upon us. 


To Build More Factories. 


“So rapidly has our package business in- 
creased that our facilities have been inad- 
equate, and we are now planning to build 
this year two large biscuit works to take 
care of this increasing business. | 

“The last year has demonstrated the 
soundness of the policy we have adopted 
for the management of this company. There 
are more concerns striving for business than 
there were at the commencement of last 
year, yet our sales have increased $2,185,974, 
being 8 per cent increase over the preceding 
year, much more than the percentage of 
increase in population. Our percentage of 
profit to sales has increased 39-100ths of 1 
per cent.

violence was done to these Chinese. It ap- 
pears from a Silverton dispatch that about 
two weeks ago the Chinese keepers of res- 
taurants and laundries in that place were 
ordered to leave. They have been boycotted 
by the union laboring men. Half of the Chi- 
nese residents have gone and the others are 
to go soon. Then no more Chinese are to be 
allowed in the town. It may safely be as- 
gumed that the business and property rights 
of these Chinamen who were at Silverton 
have been invaded, but the national gov- 
ernment, powerful as it is in some ways, can- 
not protect those rights. All that it can do 
is to appeal to the Governor, who will refer 
the matter to a Sheriff, who will not antago- 
nize an anti-Chinese popular sentiment. It 
is unfortunately true that the general gov- 
ernment cannot protect foreigners to whom 
protection has been promised by treaties so 
long as they are peaceful and law-abiding. 
But whenever an American who has broken 
no law is ill-treated in a foreign country 
there is a prompt demand for redress. This 
is proper, but it is not a little embarrassing 
for the American government sometimes 
to be forced to admit that it cannot do as it 
wishes to be done by. 


DISCREDITED PARK MANAGEMENT. 
The discussion in yesterday’s Record- 

Herald of the comparative results of the 
“ tri-headed park system of the city em- 
phasized an old story. THz TRIBUNE gave 
prominence last spring to a similar compari- 
son, and Governor Yates was compelled by 
public pressure to appoint a Lincoln Park 
board a majority of whom subsequently re- 
fused to submit to his dictation. On the 
West Side, however, he appointed another 
thoroughly political body. 

The North Side board has, in the mean- 
time, made a notable record of efficient and 
economical man@Zement, but the West Side 
body continues as much a menace to the 
public welfare as its predecessors have been. 
It has already signalized‘its character and 
spirit by largely increasing the salaries of 
several members of an excessively numer- 
ous staff, mainly distinguished for “ polit- 
ical” services. The latest comparison, 
therefore, shows the West Side board enjoy- 
Ing solitary and undiminished notoriety. 

Is the great West Side, so far as its park 
system is concerned, to continue to be the 
prey of the State machine? The taxpayers 
there pay about three and a half times as 
much on the dollar for parks as do taxpayers 
on the South Side. Their parks, however, 
are less in area and are poorly kept up. 
Maintenance costs from a quarter to a third 
more per acre than on the South Side, and 
is far inferior in results. The people of the 
poorest division of the city simply contrib- 
ute thus from one to three hundred thousand 
dollars a year to the State machine—for 
their own undoing. Indirectly, too, as Tux 
Turo has before pointed out, the exces- 
sive tax levy accordingly demanded by the 
West Park board was the cause of a con- 
_ siderable fraction of the deficiency in the 
funds which could be raised for schools and 
for the city this year. ‘ 

Not alone the West Side but the en 
city is challenged by the defiant career of 
the West Park board to devise some effect- 
ive measures for protection. 


DEATH OF EDWARD &. ISHAM. 
Ohicago has a superfluity of lawyers, but 
there are some among them whom it can ill 
afford to lose. Of one of these the city was 
deprived day before yesterday by the un- 
timely death of Edward S. Isham, the senior 
member of the firm of Isham, Lincoln & 
Beale, and one of the seniors at the Chicago 
bar, for he began the practice of law in this 
city im 1858. 
Long as Mr. Isham’s years of legal serv- 
es had been, he was not an aged man when 
he died. He had just completed his sixty- 
sixth year. He had had a heart trouble for 
some months, but no one suspected that he 
was so near his end. He came of sturdy Ver- 
mont stock, and his friends had fondly but 
vainly hoped that he would be with them 
for many years to come, 
Mr. Isham inherited the legal profession. 
There came to him as a part of his inherit- 
' anee high and honorable traditions as to the 
duty of its members. The scrupulous ob- 
servance of all their professional obliga- 
tions distinguished the men who are de- 
geribed as “lawyers of the old school.“ 
They were faithful to the interests of their 
clients, but they scorned to take an im- 
| proper advantage of an adversary. In court 
and out ef court they were always regardful 
ot the courtesies of life. They were gentle- 
men as well as lawyers. In this school of 
legal practitioners, a school not so numerous 
as it should be, Mr. Isham belonged. 
He was not se “showy,” in a meretri- 
cious sense, as some of the men who have 


shone at the Chicago bar. But he knew the 


jaw, He was thorough. The client who had 


been told by Mr. Isham that he had a good 
case felt safe. That confidence which clients 
had in Mr. Isham the courts had also, The 
Judges recognized in him not merely the 
trained and scholarly lawyer but the up- 


and attempted no deceits. 

Mr. Isham had the qualities which would 
have made him a wise counselor and pru- 
dent administrator in public life, but his de- 
votion to his chosen profession and his nat- 
urally retiring disposition kept him aloof 
from the world of political action. What 
the public may have lost those whom his 
geniality and scholarly tastes had made his 
friends gained, The private circles in which 
he moved suffer as does the bar by the too 
early demise of a man who united modesty 
with ability, a cultivated mind, and a gener- 
ous and kindly nature. 


LET THE CITY HELP ITSELF. 
Controller McGann is quite despondent. 
He says that if there is not a change in the 
operation of the revenue law as adminis- 
tered “‘ absolute insolvency and suspension 
of the exercise of municipal functions will 
follow in a few years.” This change which 
the Controller desires is in the direction of 
higher assessments. He wishes to have 
Assessors and Boards of Review pay less 
attention to the popular wish for low as- 
sessments, which mean low taxes, and pay 
more attention to the revenue needs of the 
city. 

Perhaps the Controller has never heard 
the saying that: God helps those who help 
themselves.” It is a saying which is 
“worthy of all acceptation.” The city can 
help itself to more revenue—$3,000,000 a 
year at least—by extending the privileges 
of the traction companies in consideration 
of the payment to it by the companies of 
one-fifth of their gross receipts. Then the 
city would not be so dependent as it is now 
upon Boards of Assessment and Review, 
whose acts it cannot control. : 
The Controller does not refer directly 
or indirectly in his jeremiad to the possi- 
bility of the city being able to do anything 
for itself. He does not mention any other 
source of municipal revenue than this one 
source of general property taxes—the source 
to which the schools, the parks, and the 
drainage district look for their révenues. 

It is not well that the city should be so 
dependent as it is on general taxes. The 
City of New York will not collect until 
October the taxes with which to defray the 
expenses of the year. To keep the city 
going between January and October it is 
necessary to sell short-time or revenue 
bonds, the interest on which is 3½ per cent. 
Last year the interest on these bonds 
amounted to nearly $1,000,000. The mu- 
nicipality had that much less money for 
general purposes. 

Chicago is in even a worse plight than 
New York. Not until January, 1903, will 
the collection fairly begin of the taxes which 
are to supply rather more than half the 
revenue of the city for 1902. The collection 
of 75 per cent of these taxes can be an- 
ticipated by the sale of certificates which 
are a lien on these taxes, but the remaining 
25 per cent cannot be collected until the 
summer of 1903 at the earliest. Interest 
has to be paid on these certificates and that 
interest is so much money diverted from 
general municipal purposes. 

At one time the municipal authorities 
saved and scrimped until they had ac- 
cumulated a working capital, to be used 
to carry the city through the earlier months 
ofa year. That useful fund has been dis- 
sipated, and if it were not for the receipts 
from saloon licenses, which come in at dif- 
ferent times during the year, the city would 
be in sore distress. 

The city needs greatly a larger income 
drawn from other sources than real estate 
—an income paid in during the year it is 
expended and not a year later. This is a 
subject the Controller might with great 
propriety call to the attention of the Finance 
committee and the Council, but he has not 
mentioned it. It is not too late for him to 
do so. 


MILITIA REORGANIZATION APPROVED. 

The support given to the War depart- 
ment’s bill for the reorganization of the 
National Guard, now pending in Congress, 
by its leading officers in Illinois, Wisconsin, 
lowa, Michigan, and Indiana is another 
reason why this important bill should be 
promptly passed. There should be no un- 
necessary delay in this case, because the de- 
tails of this reorganization will require a 
considerable period of time for perfecting. 

It is possible, of course, that the bill can 
be made still stronger. If it have imprac- 
ticable or otherwise objectionable provi- 
sions they can be ascertained in the discus- 
sion of the measure, but, as it now stands, 
it represents the opinions of the War de- 
partment officials and the prominent officers 
of the regular army and National Guard as 
to what is necessary for the harmonious 
operation of these two branches of the na- 
tional defense, and how they may be 
brought to the highest conditions of effi- 
ciency. Of the necessity for this reorgani- 
zation there can be no question. It has been 
forced upon all intelligent observers by the 
preliminaries of our recent wars, most for- 
cibly by the discouraging confusion and the 
vexatious delays at the outbreak of the 
Spanish war, the brunt of which had to be 
borne for a long time by the regular army, 
owing to the unreadiness of the State troops 
and the impossibility of securing perfect co- 
operation between the two. 

The leading officers of the National Guard 
indorse nearly every provision of the bill 
heartily, and concede that if it be passed it 
will not only provide the government with a 
reserve force sufficient for any emergency 
but will greatly increase the efficiency of 
the militia by bringing it under the same dis- 
-cipline which obtains in the regular army 
and by providing it with the same weapons 
in place of the almost obsolete arms now in 
use by some regiments. The only provision 
of the bill which meetg with any criticism 
is that which provides for the enrollment of 
the 100,000 volunteer force of trained men 
who have had service either in the militia 
or regulararmy. The objection to this pro- 
vision, however, does not seem a serious 
one. This force would not be organized, 
armed, or equipped unless ordered into serv- 


except in time of war, and we may not have 
a war for many years to come. It is pre- 
cisely such a reserve as Great Britain has. 
The bill also provides that “ whenever a vol- 
unteer force shall be called for by authority 
of Congress, and the members of any troops, 


organized. militia of any State or Territory 
shall enlist in the volunteer army in bodies, 
such companies, troops, batteries, battal- 
ions, or tegitnents shall be received as the 
first organizations of such volunteer force.” 
„The condition of the National Guard, it 
is stated, is better than it ever has been be- 
fore, but much remains to be done before it 
can reach the highest state of effectiveness 
and its status can be clearly established.

Observe the swift transition from “a 
more complete Republican organization ” 
to a more complete Hopkins organization. 
The natural inference for the recipient of 
this letter to draw is that the two organiza- 
tions are one and the same, The recipient 
of the letter avould not imagine that the 
first part of it was written by Chairman 
Rowe and the last part of it by Citizen 
Rowe. He would assume that Mr. Rowe 
as chairman was working for Hopkins and 
that Mr. Rowe hoped the man who had 
been selected to assist in forming “ a more 
complete Republican organization would 
volunteer to serve on the more complete 
Hopkins campaign committee. 

The unprejudiced reader of the above let- 

ter will be quite certain that if Mr. Rowe 
did not sign it as chairman it was a pure 
inadvertence, which did not in the least di- 
minish the .force and significance of the 
letter. 


LAW-ENFORCING ASSOCIATIONS, 

The annual report of the Hyde Park Pro- 
tective association begins with the state- 
ment that “the year 1901 has been one of 
the most expensive, important, and success- 
ful in the history of the association.” Those 
three adjectives are significant. The first 
one of them explains the other two. It is 
because the year was expensive that is was 
important and successful. Had it been in- 
expensive it would have been unimportant 
and unsuccessful. Inother words, the Hyde 
Park Protective association has been en- 
gaged in a work which depends for its im- 
portance and success upon a plentiful sup- 
ply of money. 

And what is this work? It is largely the 
securing of the enforcement of ordinances 
regulating the liquor traffic and establishing 
prohibition and local option districts, It 
seems odd, or, rather, would seem odd, were 
it not so common a case, that the enforce- 
ment of the law must depend upon the ex- 
penditure of private funds. Such a situa- 
tion is clearly unnatural. It is a misfortune 
that it should be necessary to create such 
an association as this of Hyde Park’s. The 
Police department is thereby shown to be 
remiss in the execution of its duties. 

This remissness, in the case of Hyde Park, 
is partly caused by the fact that many 
policemen see no harm in the stealthy sale 
of beer. If a man steals or murders they 
perceive at once that he is doing wrong. If 
he keeps a “blind pig” they are not 
shocked. They may even take a free drink 
with him, There are many patrolmen who 
need to be taught that ordinances are to 
be enforced no matter how much the pro- 
visions of those ordinances may conflict with 
their personal theories of right and wrong. 

Some police officers, again, are suspected 
of adapting their ethical theories to passing 
circumstances and of taking a tolerant view 
of the actions of men who are able to come 
up with the goods.” In this way the cor- 
rupt policeman and the indifferent police- 
man combine to make the Hyde Park Pro- 
tective association a matter of necessity. 
One must be glad that the people of Hyde 
Park have enough public spirit to form that 
association, but one must regret that there 
is occasion for such a step. 


THE DAUGHTERS’ OUTBREAKS. 

The disaffection among the Daughters of 
the Revolution, it now appears, broke out 
over a year ago, and the Wiles statement, 
and the Deere statement, and the Law 
statement, as well as all the other state- 
ments, have nothing to do with it. It is all 
about the Monmouth incident—not the Mon- 
mouth incident in which Washington fig- 
ured one hundred and twenty-four years 
ago, but an incident at Monmouth, III. The 
merits of this incident it is not given to men 
to understand, but it seems to have stirred 
up the Daughters to a remarkable degree. 
If the trouble began over a year ago and is 
not settled yet, it must have remarkable 
staying qualities and possibilities of strife 
of no ordinary kind. pie 

But the Daughters of the Revolution are 
not the only ones engaged in warlike opera- 
tions, as befits their traditions. The martial 
spirit apparently is contagious.

HE refusal by the French government 
to permit young Prince Anthony of 
Orleans to serve in the French army 
raises the question as to what extent: 
this prohibtory measure against the 

members of familles that have reigned in 
France is to be carried. Prince Anthony was 
born at the Brazilian Legation in Paris, 
is one of the great-grandeons of King Louis 
Philippe of France, and a third cousin of 
the present Duke of Orleans and royalist 
pretender. His mother is the ex-Crown 
Princess of Brazil, and his father Prince 
Gaston of Orleans, Bourbon Count d' Eu. 

Prince Anthony was born as a member of 
the reigning house of Brazil and not as a 
French Prince. Indeed, so anxious were his 
Parents to avold any question as to his 
Brazilian nationality and citizenship that 
arrangements were made for his birth to take 
place within the precincts of the Brazilian 
Legation at Paris, that being theoretically 
and officially Brazilian territory. He was 
therefore, born as a Brazilian Prince, and 
as a Brazilian citizen has become a French- 
man by adoption, and under the circum- 
stances might have been allowed to serve 
in the French army, the more so as his re- 
lationship with the last King of France and 
with the present pretender is so remote. 

The French army having thus been barred 
to him he will now follow the example of 
his elder brothers, and seek service in the 
Austro-Hungarian army in the cavalry, of 
which they, both hold commissions. 

The decision of the French government 
in the matter is of a somewhat arbitrary 
character. For, while it is quite true that 
there was enacted in 1886 a law prohibiting 
““members of families that have reigned in 
France from serving in the army, another 
law was passed three years later, in July, 
1889, reorganizing the entire system of com- 
pulsory military service in France, and ex- 
plicitly decreeing that “ every Frenchman 
without exception should fulfill his term 
of compulsory service in the army. And it 
expressly states in its preamble that it re- 


peals and takes the place of all previous 


laws dealing with military service and the 
recruiting of the latter. According to this 
preamble, the law of 1886 directed against 
the Bonapartist and Bourbon Princes must 
likewise be considered as repealed, and, un- 
der the circumstances, it isa pity that Prince 
Anthony of Orleans and of Brazil does not 
appeal to the Council of State to determine 
whether or not the law of 1886 has been 
annulled or not by the law of 1889. 


Whenever the German Emperor makes any 
political move that does not meet with favor 
on the part of his subjects he is invariably 
described as being swayed in the matter by 
some feminine influence or another. It may 
be remembered that Prince Bismarck soon 
after his dismissal from the Chancellorship 
publicly declared during the course of a polit- 
ical address that the Kaiser’s leniency to- 
wards the Poles was attributable te the in- 
fluence exercised over him by the fascinat- 
ing Polish Baroness, Kosciol Kosciolski, The 
American-born and more intellectual but 
infinitely less attractive Countess Walder- 
see was likewise charged at one time with 
swaying the Emperor's action. , 

And now that portion of German society 
which is given up to Anglophobia does not 
hesitate to attribute the marked friendship 
which William has manifested for England 


during the last two years to the influence 


exercised over him by the beautiful Prin- 
cess Henry of Pless, daughter of Mrs. Corn- 
wallis West, sister of the young Duchess of 
Westminster, and sister-in-law of that 
daughter of Leonard Jerome of New York, 
who, after losing her first husband, Lord 
Randolph Churchill, is now married to young 
George West. In fact, the Anglophobe press 
has actually got hold of the idea, and in

Street car power-houses, which, on ac- 
count of the engines, boilers, and electrical 
equipment, would be supposed to be more 
hazardous, have a loss ratio of but 50 per 
tent.
